The Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of this application in view of the above 
amendments and tJhie following remarks. 

Double Pateniting 

Claims 23-44, 46-55 and 62-64 have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-6. 1, 1. T, 7-14, 5, 15, n. 
16-18, 20-22, 5, 11. 2-61, 5 and 1 1 respecUvely over United States Patent No. 6,697,421. 

Applicants previously submitted a Tenninal Disclaimer. At the time of filing this response. 
Applicants do not understand why the Tenninal Disclain,er was not accepted. Applicants have 
phoned a USPTO representative in charge of the Tem,ir.al Disclaimer and left a message to inquire 
fiarther about why the Terminal Disclaimer was not accepted. After speaking with the USFTO 
rept^entative. Applicants wiD attend to this double patenting rejection, as appropriate. 

35 U.S.C §103(a) Rejection - Fenucll, Collesei, STD-lOl 

Claims 23-35 and 37-40 have been rejected un,:ler 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as allegedly being 
unpatentable over Applicant Admitted Prior Art (hereinafter "AAPA'>) (using U.S. Patent No 
5,418,524 issued to Fennell, hereinafter "Eajndl" for irWcy) in view of Collesei (hereinafter 
"£2UsSSi") ("Short Message Service Based Applications in the GSM Network") and fi,rther in 
view of PCCA Standam STD-lOl An:.ex f (hereinafter -Sl^aOi") C'Data Transmission Systems 
and Equipment-Serial Asynchronous Automatic Dialing and Control for Character Mode DCE on 
Wireless Data Services-Annex F: Miscellaneous Commands"). 

Without admitting that these references could or should be combined, the Applicants 
respectfully submit that the present claims are allowable o^er M£A, Fennel,. Colesei, and STD^.
